There arc great plains on the lower Agna 
Fria where there art larye ruins, and the 
plains have once been covered with lava 
rock which has ail been picked up and 
thrown ou the larger rocks,appareutly to 
make it better for stock. 


At the place known as Point of Hocks 


there are two points on the side next to 
Granite creek: the West point lifts three 
rock walls, one six feet hij;h in the only 
passway to the top. On top there is a 
flat place, sixty feet across. The East 
peak bus a-slope reachi.ig two-thirds 
nronnd it before reaching the top, and at 
every short turn there is a wall of rock. 
Here ho thinks a part o: the ancient 
tribe straggled their last and perished. 


The Zunas, he says, y<t have large 


houses on high places, of iio earthly use 
except in case of attack from an enemy. 
These have a tradition that they once 
lived above Fish Springs, and that the- 
Great Spirit shook the Earth so that the 
water sank at that place and raised nt 
Fish Springs. 
They told the first mis- 


sionaries about it nml the prfe-sts fixed 
bnueb.es of feathers on the emls of sticks 
which they consecrated and stuck near 
the spring with the assurance that us 
long as they kept them there the Great 
Spirit wonld not get angry and sha'ke the 
Earth or dry up the water.

theory that the Pinias, Papagcw, Moquis, 
Zuuas and village Indians of New Mexi- 
co are a part of the Montexumas that 
have become weakened and scattered 
and driven to their present villages.
